Asst. Gen. Supt. Ro o t Dead. 
N. D. Ro o t, assistant general su per­ 
intendent o f the No rthern Pacific 
ro ad, with headqu arters at ^Helena, 
M o nt, was serio usly injured at Ta­ 
co ma o n Tuesday o f this week while 
inspecting the o peratio ns o f a new 
steam sho vel, which was being intro ­ 
duced o n the ro ad. 
At the time o f 
the accident it was no t tho u ght that 
Mr. Ro o t’s injuries were necessarily 
fatal, and he seemed to be reco vering 
nicely until y esterday fo reno o n, when 
a change fo r the wo rse suddenly o c­ 
cu rred and he died befo re no o n. 
Mr. 
Ro o t came to Brainerd in 1881, and 
resided here co ntinuo usly fo r o ver 
seven y ears. 
He began wo rk here as 
a dispatcher, but has been rapidly 
pro mo ted fro m o ne po sitio n to an­ 
o ther, until he reached the ho no rable 
and respo nsible place o ccupied at his 
death. 
He was o ne o f the best rail­ 
ro ad men in the No rthwest, and his 
death will be a great lo ss to the co r­ 
po ratio n he has so faithfu lly served. 
His lo ss will be keenly felt by the 
citizens and railro ad emplo y es o f this 
city , by who m he was held in the 
highest esteem. 
The fo llo wing is an 
acco unt by a press co rrespo ndent o f 
the way he received his injuries: 
T acoma , Wash., Special Telegram, 
Feb. 12.—Assistant General Su perin­ 
tendent N. D. Ro o t, o f the No rthern 
Pacific railro ad was serio usly injured 
by a peculiar accident to -dav in the 
railro ad y ard m this city . 
He, with 
several o ther o fficials, were witnessing 
tbe wo rking o f the strain sho vel and 
patent plo w used to unlo ad dirt fro m 
cars, which has been emplo y ed fo r 
so me tim e by the co mpany in exca­ 
vating a site fo r a new freight dep o t 
The plo w is o perated by means o f a 
steel cable attached to an engine. 
Mr. Ro o t attem pted to cro >s between 
the engine and cars ju st as the engine 
started 
The ruble wa* drawn tight 
and stru ck Ro o t in the abdo men thr< <w 
ing him several f«*«*t. He was carried 
to his car. 
He did no t lo se co nscio us­ 
ness, bu t suffered great pain.

We have no t the

The new charter as amended at the 
m eeting last Friday changes the date 
o f the city electio n fro m March to 
May , makes the o ffice o f the city as­ 
sesso r elective, creates a new ward 
o ut o f the F irst and Fo u rth wards, 
the new ward co mprising all that part 
o f the city so uth o f the N. P. tracks 
between 6th street, and the St. Paul 
track. 
It also changes the mo de o f 
electing aldermen. 
Instead o f two 
fro m each ward as at present, the 
wards will be entitled to bu t o ne al­ 
derman 
each, and 
fo ur 
will 
be 
elected at large. 
This will make 
nine aldermen instead o f eight as at 
present. 
These are the principal 
changes in the new charter which is 
no w in the hands o f o ur representa­ 
tive and will pro bably be ado pted by 
the legislature the co ming week.

L ater disclosures in the m atter of the sur­ 
veying corps, who claimed to lie running 
a 
preliminary survey of the Minneapolis, St. 
Paul A K ansas City railwuy, 
dedevelop an 
apparently shrewd swindling scheme, rival­ 
ing in scope tbe electric sugar 
fraud. The 
scheme was a plausible one. 
Representing a 
company with large capital desirous of build­ 
ing an uir line from the Twin Cities to Kmi- 
e a s tity , they were received all along 
the 
liue with favor. Although the company was 
represented ns amply able to build the road, 
aid was solicited in every town visited as u 
guarantee of its friendliness t o t lie project. Not. 
only was aid solicited for the survey, but the 
principal busine** of this enterprising set of 
surveyors was the location of depots, also. 
In consideration of a certain am ount of 
money in hand paid, these gentlemen would 
locate a depot of any dimensions a t any 
point designated. They did a thriving bus­ 
iness, and it is said th a t there are very few 
sections of land between St. Paul and lloone, 
where their career was cut short, but has a 
depot located on some p art of it. As sums 
varying from $50 to $500 were secured in 
every case, the extent of their operations can 
only lie conjectured, hut must equal an im­ 
mense fortune. 
In one instance they ran a 
line directly up to the side of a farm ­ 
er's 
house, 
a 
costly 
residence, 
for the agriculturist was a well-to-do, set e.n 
other stake on the opposite side, nnd “thus

Two hundred hem! or more 
of those animals may Is* found in the 
Panhandle of Texas, on the Llano 
Estacado, and in No Man's Land. 
Some are on the Palo Duro Canyon 
ranch, owned by Capt. Charles Good­ 
night; others in the Texas Capital 
syndicate, or NIT pasture,especially 
on the North plains, i. e., north of 
the Canadian river, still othersareat 
large. 
Probably twenty or more 
buffalo calves were captured in the 
sprinjr in that region and driven to 
Kansas for mercenary and breeding 
purposes. The cowboy's ideal, like 
t hat of the more “refined’’ sportsman, 
is to shoot these cattle at sigjiL but 
the proprietors oft he ranches are do­ 
ing much for their protection. 
There are also many buffalo onthe 
South plain. The antelope, black 
tailed deer and many r a r e but small­ 
er mammals are found in the same 
region—till of which I saw or heard 
of during a recent visit to Plaza 
Lerjra, Tueuntearri Mesa and the 
Texas Panhandle.

Yet there is one establishment in 
Maryland—a corn factory, they call 
it—where there are one million four 
hundred thousand cans of corn a 
week put up and sold. 
“Now. consider that this only one 
establishment out of hundreds in 
this country and thousands in the 
world where food is put up in cans. 
Then think that corn is only one 
small item of food, even among the 
canned goods. And then remember 
that canned goods are merely a frac-i 
tion of the food supply, and you will 
be ready to acknowledge that the 
food industries are too great to be 
readily grasped by the imagination. 
More than three-fifths ofall the work­ 
ers of the world are engaged wholly 
in raising or handling food.”

Hints for Honsewives. 
Lam p wicks should be changed 
ofteti enough to insure having a 
good light. If they seem clogged 
they m ay be washed in stro n g suds 
and put into the lam ps again. 
To tak e spots of paint from w*ood, 
lay a thick coating of lime and soda 
mixed over it, letting it sta y twenty- 
four hours. 
Then wash off with 
warm w ater and the spots will dis­ 
ap pear. 
Toffee pounded in a m ortur and 
roasted on an iron 
plate, sugar 
burned on hot coats and vinegar 
boiled with m yrrh and sparkled on 
the floor and furniture of a sick-room 
are excellent deodorizers. 
To boil 
potatoes 
successfully 
When the skin breaks pour off the 
water, and let them finish cooking 
in their own steam . Iu m aking a 
crust of any kind do n o t melt the 
lard in the flour. Melting will injure 
the crust. 


In beating cake beat from the bot­ 
tom of the mixing bowl with a wood­ 
en spoon, bringing it up full and high 
witli each stroke, and as soon as the 
ingredients are fairly and sm oothly 
mixed stop beating or your cake will 
be tough. 


To keep cut flowers fresh, in the 
evening lay them in a shallow pan or 
bowl, with their stem s in a very little 
w ater, and cover the dish with a 
dam p towel, one just wrung out of 
water. In the m orning the flowers 
can be arranged in vases for the day. 
Flowers treated in this m anner can 
be kept from one to tw o weeks, and 
sometimes even longer. 
Tapers should tie supplied for the 
p antry shelves, either pain white or 
the gayly colored cut borders th a t 
come for the purpose. The latter 
show dirt less than the white, and are 
not costly. An excellent plan is to 
cover the shelves with m arble oil­ 
cloth, tacked on neatly, th a t the 
edges m ay not curl. 
This can be 
wiped oft with a dam p cloth at I»*ss 
expenditure of tim e and labor than 
would be required to w rub the bare 
shelves. The bright papers m ay still 
be used along the edges. 
The I»est silversm iths advise the 
use of boiling-hot w ater, casrile son p. 
a stiff brush, and a cham ios leather 
to clean silver. A stiff plate brush is 
said by experts to be much l*ett**r 
than the soft plate in general use. 
Silver not in u s e should l*e kept in 
cotton-flannel bags. 
P l a t e powders 
for restoring tarnished silver often 
do far m ore harm than good, and 
should ne%*er lie used unh*ss they are 
purchased from a tru stw o rth y silver­ 
sm ith. Gilding on silver should Is? 
nibbed as little as possible; wiping it 
with a soft linen d o th moistened 
with am m onia is all th a t is neces­ 
sary.

It 
has the power of increasing tissue 
change and thus m ultiplying the pro­ 
ducts of tissue w aste which result 
Irom it, but it removes these waste" 
products as fast as they afce formed, 
and thus, by giving rise to increased 
appetite, provides fresh nutrim ent 
for the tissues, and acts as a true 
tonic. 
In persons who are accus­ 
tom ed to t a k e too little water, the 
products Of tissue waste m ay lie 
formed faster th an they are removed, 
and thus accum ulating m ay give rise 
to disease. In the class of people w ho 
arise in the m orning feeling weak and 
languid, it seems th a t the languor 
m ust depend upon imperfect removal 
of w aste products from the body, as 
w e know th a t the secretion of urine 
in healthy persons is generally much 
less during the night th an during the 
dax\ Such persons should drink a 
tum bler ot w ater l^eforegoing to bed. 
in order to aid the secretion of urine 
and of the waste products during the 
night. 


There is no better form of corn 
bread th an a plain johnny cake baked 
on a griddle. 
Scald a pint of meal 
with slightly salted water; m ake it of 
a consistency to spread sm oothly 
upon the griddle which has been heat­ 
ed very ho t and buttered.

There are m any things which are 
desirable to have, but not indispens­ 
able, and these are the things which 
the farm er who is in dept m ust learn 
to do w ithout. 


The shoeing of horses is a very inf 
p o rtan t p art of their care and should 
receive the personal atten tio n 
of 
owners who would have them retain 
good, sound feet. 


Low wagons should be preferred 
on the farm. The difference in the 
labor required to load and unload a 
wagon, as com pared with a higher 
one, is very great. 
Broad ties are 
also better th an those th a t are n ar­ 
row. 


Have you selected seed corn for 
next season as you harvested? Then 
attention should be given to storing 
it. 
First see th a t it is thoroughly 
dried and then the ra ts and mice are 
the chief sources of fear. 
Study to take advantage of the 
m arket in selling crops or stock. 
Every crop has alw ays a t some time 
during the year both a rise and de­ 
pression. The observant farm er can 
very nearly calculate about the time 
the rise will occur. 
More effort should be made to save 
all refuse m atter about the farm or 
buildings, which m ay I/e converted 
into m anure by com posting or other* 
wise. A proper application of cold 
w ater to m anure heaps will prevent 
their “ burning,” but not their de­ 
composition. 


While some feeders who have made 
their cattle rough it through the 
winter, have made money, it is no 
m eans so certain th a t this m anage­ 
m ent w ill yield a profit now adays as 
it is th a t those feeders would have 
made more money if they had given 
their cattle shelter. 
To the provident farm er who is 
well prepared for it in the winter sea­ 
son is vacation, but to the shiftless 
neighbor, a season which 
brings 
mueft work to lie done under m ost 
unfavorable conditions, to he viewed 
as anything rat her than recreation. 
It is estim ated th a t crows dam aged 
the Maine farmers to the extent of 
$ 100,000 the past year. The next 
Legislature w ill be asked to give a 
bounty of ten cents per head, and 
the Fine Tree Street will Is-an un­ 
com fortable place next sum m er for 
these sable representatives of the 
corn interests. 


A correspondent of the Ohio F arm ­ 
er is auth o rity for the statem ent 
th a t pork packers cun tell th e breed 
of the hog by the shape of the ham 
as it comes from the cutter. The 
Berkshire ham is round; the Poland- 
Fbina is nearly round, a little elon­ 
gated; whiletne Chester W hite ham is 
long and com paratively narrow . 
The fact ought to l/e recognized 
th a t the ravages of cholera are large­ 
ly preventable by the adoption of 
better m ethods in our swine hus­ 
bandry; and every breeder should 
direct his atten tio n to producing a 
stronger anim al. 
It must come to 
this, or the hog ou the farm will 
ultim ately l>e the m ost uncertain 
and unprofitable anim al th a t we 
breed.—W estern Rural. 


T h at the pumpkin seeds are injuri­ 
ous to stock is known to m any who 
do not suspect tl>e reason. They are 
strongly diuretic, and causesuchflow 
of urine th a t tbe anim al is weakened. 
They make fowls grow light and stop 
the production of eggs whenever hens 
eat them freely. 
Fed to cows the 
pumpkin with its seeds does not do 
half the good it will if the seeds are 
re mo veil. 


The harness should be kept well oil­ 
ed and clean. 
It should never be 
hung in close proxim ity to the stalls. 
The nmmoniaeal gases use up leather 
more rapidly than hard work with 
decent care. The short over-check is 
r barbarism which no hum an person 
will inflict on his horse. 
It keeps the 
head and neck in a tiresom e and con­ 
strained position, until it becomes 
absolute to rtu re for the long-suffer­ 
ing horse. 
One advantage of full feeding from 
he sta rt is th a t the pigs are always 
ready for m arket after six m onths 
old, and if the price is high they may 
l*e*old a t any time. Our members 
were all agri*ed th a t the greatest gain 
could tie made in warm weather, and 
th at spring and fall are the fattening 
seasons, avoiding the heat of mid- 
surnm erand thecold of winter. When 
m ature hogs are to be fattened 
in 
the fall it is best to give no food dur­ 
ing the summer while they are ou 
clover pasture.

Vpp^tlt*. 
A poor appetite in any farm anim al 
is greatly against its doing its best, 
no m atter w here it is work jng. wheth­ 
er in the dairy or before the piow. 
Therefore, in feeding young anim als, 
especially calves, train the appetite; 
keep to the rule of m aking it lick the 
trough clean, gradually increasing 
the feed until you get nearly, but 
never q u it e , to the point where the 
trough would not be scoured.—Cor. 
Nat. Stockm an,

Asst. Gen. Supt. Root Dead. 
N. D. Root, assistant general super­ 
intendent of the Northern Pacilic 
road, with headquarters at ^Helena, 
Mont., was seriously injured at Ta­ 
coma on Tuesday of this week while 
inspecting the operations of a new 
steam shovel, which was being intro­ 
duced on the road. At the time of 
the accident it was not thought that 
Mr. Root’s injuries were necessarily 
fatal, and he seemed to lie recovering 
nicely until yesterday forenoon, when 
a change for the worse suddenly oc­ 
curred and he died before noon. Mr. 
Root came to Brainerd in 1881, and 
resided here continuously for over 
seven years. He began work here as 
a dispatcher, but has been rapidly 
promoted from one position to an­ 
other, until he reached the honorable 
and responsible place occupied at his 
death. He was one of the best rail­ 
road men in the Northwest, and his 
death will be a great loss to the cor­ 
poration he has so faithfully served. 
His loss will be keenly felt by the 
citizens and railroad employes of this 
city, by whom he was held in the 
highest esteem. The following is an 
account by a press corresjiondeiit of 
the way he received his injuries: 
Tacoma, Wash., Special Telegram, 
Feb. 12.—Assistant General Superin­ 
tendent N. D. Root, of the Northern 
Pacific railroad was seriously injured 
by a peculiar accident to-day in the 
railroad yard m this city. He, with 
several other officials, were witnessing 
the working of the steam shovel ami 
patent plow used to unload dirt from 
cars, which has been employed for 
some time by the company in exca­ 
vating a site for a new freight depot. 
The plow is operated by means of a 
steel cable attached to an engine. 
Mr. Root attempted to cross between 
the engine ami cars just as the engine 
started 
The cable was drawn tight 
and struck Root in tin* abdomen thr<>w 
ing him several feet. He was carried 
to his car. He did not lose con-eious- 
ness, but suffered great pain. The 
doctors express some doubt of his re­ 
covery. Root was but recently ap­ 
pointed assistant general superin­ 
tendent of the western division of the 
Northern Pacific, with headquarters 
at Helena. Mont. 
His wife and 
family live there. He had only ar 
rived this morniDg on a tour of in­ 
spection. 


Board of Trade Meetings.

legality of the action of the council 
in guaranteeing the Electric Light 
Go’s bonds, the council to pay for the 
same. The city attorney was present 
at the meeting and thought the idea 
a good one, and offered to go to St. 
Paul and preform the work if the 
board of trade would guarantee his 
expenses. The board on motion ac­ 
cepted his proposition. A motion was 
made and unanimously carried that 
the new city charter, as amended at 
the mass meeting last Friday night, 
be approved by the board.

Revising the Charter. 
A ma«s meeting of our citizens was 
held at the court house last Friday 
evening for the purpose of reading 
and approving the city charter as re­ 
vised and submitted by the city at­ 
torney. The meeting was called to 
order by the mayor, who stated the 
object of the meeting, after which 
Leon E. Lum was elected chairman, 
and A. J. Halsted. secretary. The 
proposed charter was then read sec­ 
tion by section by the city attorney, 
and changed and amended whenever 
a majority present deemed necessary. 
The reading of the charter and the 
discussion on amendments occupied 
over three hours. We have not the 
space to give a detailed account of all 
the changes made but will only refer 
to a few of the more important ones. 
The new charter as amended at the 
meeting last Friday changes the date 
of the city election from March to 
May, makes the office of the city as­ 
sessor elective, creates a new ward 
out of the First and Fourth wards, 
the new ward comprising all that part 
of the city south of the N. P. tracks 
between 6th street, and the St. Paul 
track. It also changes the mode of 
electing aldermen. Instead of two 
from each ward as at present, the 
wards will be entitled to but one al­ 
derman each, and four 
will 
be 
elected at large. This will make 
nine aldermen instead of eight as at 
present. 
These are the principal 
changes in the new charter which is 
now m the hands of our representa­ 
tive and will probably be adopted by 
the legislature the coming week.

Asst. Gen. Supt. Root Dead. 
N. D. Root, assistant general super­ 
intendent of the Northern Pacific 
road, with headquarters at ^Helena, 
Mont, was seriously injured at Ta­ 
coma on Tuesday of this week while 
inspecting the operations of a new 
steam shovel, which was being intro­ 
duced on the road. At the time of 
the accident it was not thought that 
Mr. Root’s injuries were necessarily 
fatal, and he seemed to be recovering 
nicely until yesterday forenoon, when 
a change for the worse suddenly oc­ 
curred and he died before noon. Mr. 
Root came to Brainerd in 1881, and 
resided here continuously for over 
seven years. He began work here as 
a dispatcher, but has been rapidly 
promoted from one position to an­ 
other, until he reached the honorable 
and responsible place occupied at his 
death. He was one of the best rail­ 
road men in the Northwest, and his 
death will be a great loss to the cor­ 
poration he has so faithfully served. 
His loss will be keenly felt by the 
citizens and railroad employes of this 
city, by whom he was held in the 
highest esteem. The following is an 
account by a press corresjwndent of 
the way he received his injuries: 


T a c o m a , Wash., Special Telegram, 
Feb. 12.—Assistant General Superin­ 
tendent N. D. Root, of the Northern 
Pacific railroad was seriously injured 
by a peculiar accident to day in the 
railroad yard in this city. Ho, with 
several other officials, were witnessing 
the working of the steam shovel and 
patent plow used to unload dirt from 
cars, which has been employed for 
some time by the company in exca­ 
vating a site for a new freight depot.

same. The city attorney was present 
at the meeting and thought the idea 
a good one, and offered to go to St. 
Paul and preform the work if the 
board of trade would guarantee his 
expenses. The board on motion ac­ 
cepted his proposition. A motion was 
made and unanimously carried that 
the new city charter, as amended at 
the mass meeting last Friday night, 
be approved by the board. 


Death of an Old Resident. 
Edwin Holladay, a highly respect­ 
ed citizen of this city, after an ill­ 
ness of only four days, died at his 
home in East Brainerd, of peritonitis, 
on Wednesday night, Feb. 13th, 1889, 
aged 46 years.

Revising the Charter. 
A mass meeting of our citizens was 
held at tho court house last Friday 
evening for the purpose of reading 
and approving the city charter as re­ 
vised and submitted by the city at­ 
torney. The meeting was called to 
order by the mayor, who stated the 
object of the meeting, after which 
Leon E. Lum was elected chairman, 
and A. J. Halsted. secretary. The 
proposed charter was then read sec­ 
tion by section by the city attorney, 
and changed arid amended whenever 
a majority present deemed necessary. 
The reading of the charter and the 
discussion on amendments occupied 
over three hours. We have not the 
space to give a detailed account of all 
the changes made but will only refer 
to a few of the more important ones. 
The new charter as amended at the 
meeting last Friday changes the date 
of the city election from March to 
May. makes the office of the city as­ 
sessor elective, creates a new ward 
out of the First and Fourth wards, 
the new ward comprising all that part 
of the city south of the N. P. tracks 
between 6tli street, and the St. Paul 
track. It also changes the mode of 
electing aldermen. Instead of two 
from each ward as at present, the 
wards will be entitled to but one al­ 
derman each, and four 
will 
be 
elected at large. This will make 
nine aldermen instead of eight as at 
present. 
These are the principal 
changes in the new charter which is 
now in the hands of our representa­ 
tive and will probably be adopted by 
the legislature the coming week.
